Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The amended 
claims teach around the Co reference in that Co fails to teach circuitry operative in two 
modes. More specifically, Co does teach a phase frequency detector feeding a signal 
output into a charge pump but fails to also teach a phase detector, which receives as 
input a clock data recovery(CDR) signal, that also outputs a signal output into the 
charge pump. After further search and lack of other prior art to read on amended 
claims, Examiner has determined that the amended claims are allowable.
